On the trail of 
the Phantom 
Duck 


Nature laid out a great desert 
Thanksgiving feast for us dirt 
riders last Saturday. The Mojave 
was moist one inch under the 


surface with that just-about-set 
concreteness that invites old thumper 
riders like me to squirt roostertails at 
every opportunity. The air was clean, 
cool and balmy. The day was, in a 
word, perfect for a protest 
demonstration ride with the legendary 
Phantom Duck. 

The Phantom Duck of the Desert, 
for the benefit of any readers who just 
awoke from a coma, is the symbol of 
the dirt biker's resistance to the so far 
pretty successful genocide of our 
harmless, human sport. On the 
Saturday after Thanksgiving every 
year (the anniversary of the Barstow- 
to-Vegas Hare and Hound, world’s 
biggest motor race), the Phantom 
Duck and a few other dirt bikers quack 
against the closing of our habitat by 
riding straight through on one of the 
many motorcycle trails, approximately 
following the race course from 
California to Nevada. The whole ride 
is about 150 miles. Some of us bring 
the whole family, planning to ride only 








halfway, then head back and load up 
before dark. Those who go all the way 
have to send fuel on ahead, because 
the gas stations are not reliable out 
here in the desert. The trail, like the 
racecourse, follows Interstate Highway 
15. 

The ultra conservationists, our 
opponents, would love to eradicate 
Interstate 15, which cuts the Mojave in 
two, but that is not in their power. 
Instead, they concentrate on driving 
us dirty dirt bikers out of their desert 
garden. The Barstow-to-Vegas race 
was their headiest bag so far. World's 
Biggest Motor Race brought down by 
the skinny ladies in big glasses. All 
those crude bikers gnashing their teeth 
in frustration, It kinda gets you 
between the legs. Victory isn't only 
sweet, it’s sexy. Especially to fragile 
broads in big glasses. 


Barstow-to-Vegas was doomed, 
anyway. I don't think the club would 
have scheduled it again if the Sierra 
Club Off-Road Vehicle Task Force 
hadn't been so snotty. The last year, 
when over 3,000 raced, the winners 
crossed the finish line holding hands, 
to make certain that history would 
record a tie. As a racing ‘vehicle, 
Barstow-to- Vegas was ready to retire. 
Rather than seem to capitulate, 
however, the dirt bikers preferred to 
be defeated, so they tried to run 
another year and put the Bureau of 
Land Management into the awkward 
spot of denying them permission. 


But this wasn’t enough for the 
Desert Protection Alliance, it only 
whetted their lust. If they could stop 
3,000 healthy bikers from racing, 
could they not keep a small group of 
unorganized bikers from taking a 
recreational ride across the same 
desert? 

Each year I make the trek out to the 
Duck ride mainly with the purpose in 
mind of having fun, not getting hurt, 
and getting out in the dez. But also I 
go out there to see who is going to try 
and stop me. 

Each year it gets bigger, just like 
Barstow-to-Vegas only on a much 
smaller scale. More and more 
followers of the Duck showed up. To 
be there on that day is to show by plain 
body count that you care about your 
rights to ride the public domain on 
your motorcycle. The bikers who do 


come are pretty well informed. They 
know that motorcyclists and the desert 
have co-existed for over 50 years 
without noticeable harm to either, and 
that the only. thing desert bikers 
knowingly destroy is distance. 

This year it looked like about twice 
as many informal groups of bikers 
showed up as last year. There were 
plenty of club jerseys. These were the 
old rebels of the early motorcycle days, 
generally — Prospectors, Dirt Diggers, 
Los Angels. Bringing along gas, just in 
case anybody needed it, but not riding 
were Don “Dingus” Watkins and Ed 
Wight, promoters of the counterfeit 
green stickie. (“Why spend $15 when 
for $3.50 we can give you the same 
thing — a sticker and a cop?”’) 

This year again there were no cops 
in sight (unless you counted the 
aircraft) as we unloaded the scooters 
and started hunting for the trail. The 
desert has never looked lovelier, and 
yet this area was the pits of the 
defamed Barstow-to-Vegas race. 
There were at least three documentary 
film crews interviewing skinny ladies 
and burly bikers. Newly-elected state 
Assemblyman Robert Hayes was 
holding forth eloquently on the side of 
our rights to enjoy the desert as much 
as anybody. Hayes, a SoCal Club 
hound turned politician, was driving a 
Baja buggy instead of his usual Husky, 
no doubt to broaden his constituency 
of voters. A skinny lady was telling one 
camera, “From a wildlife standpoint 
there is nothing that can be said about 
off-road vehicles that is not negative. 
It has been shown that the sound of 
one motorcycle cane make a desert 
iguana permanently deaf and unable 
to protect itself from predators” (the 
rest was drowned out by a jet 
overhead). 

PBS wasted some film trying to 
interview my 10-year-old (Skinny Lady 
with glasses holding microphone: 
“How do you like riding your 
minibke?” Junior: “Fine.” Skinny 
Lady: “Why do you like it?” Junior: 
(Shrug). They ended up filming him 
riding his MX Cat replica XL70. 
Junior rides a lot better than he talks. 

We had a great putt all the way to 
Rasor Road, where my lady 
encountered a piece of the desert 


ecology that is tougher than she is and | 


snapped her neck out of alignment. 
We borrowed some fuel from a 
Prospector (the station was out of gas) 
and sent her back home on the 
freeway, while we explored some 
powerline roads and sandwashes back 
to the camper. Again Junior and I 
discovered that we could do a lot of 
things we didn’t know we could do and 
we felt great in ourselves. We saw a fat 
rat being pursued by a sleek desert fox. 
I don’t think we inflicted any of the 
biota with a severe handicap to 
survival. I know I came away full of 
poetry and pep. Junior was sullen at 
the sun for going down, but he helped 
clean up the campsite with 
uncharacteristic cheefulness. 

A film crew was still shooting a 
poker-faced BLM man as the sun 
slowly turned apricot, then purple on 
the Los Angeles horizon. “Isn't it true 
that the Bureau of Land Management 
devotes a majority of its time and 
budget to dealing with off-highway- 
vehicle problems?” The BLM man 
evaded the announcer’s questions by 
citing the bureau’s polls that prove 
how unpopular ORV recreation is 
with the majority of public opinion, 
but he stopped just short of agreeing 
that ORV recreation should be 
stamped out totally. 

It was another year at the Duck 
ride, proving that the dez is still there 
for the delectation of us scooter 
hounds. But for how long until the 
skinny ladies can call it all their own?

The desert has given the sport of motorcycle 


racing 


a different and unique form in 


southern California. According to the diction- 
ary, a desert is a wide, sandy waste area, a 


region not inhabited or culti- 
vated, a wilderness, one usually 
without trees (at least trees as 
most people know them). In 
adapting to this special environment, 
the riders and their bikes make up one 
of the most interesting in-groups 
within the body of motorcycling. 

Motorcycle racing has been around 
ever since the second motorcycle was 
built. It has existed in relatively 
organized forms in this country since 
the first decade of this century. 

The bulk of desert racing in 
southern California has always been 
sanctioned by the primary national 
organization in this country through 
its members clubs. For about 40 years 
now that organization has been the 
American Motorcyclist (formerly 
Motorcycle) Association. 

The association and points set-up 
may be from national headquarters, 
but southern California competition 
riders have always had a streak of 
independence which they have loudly 
proclaimed from time to time over the 
years since their first disagreement 
with the then-ruling body, the 
F.A.M., in 1913. This streak of inde- 
pendence is nowhere more prevalent 
than in the desert riders and has 
resulted in a certain amount of auton- 


omy in attending to their own com- 
petition matters. They have been 
assisted in this by the unique nature of 
the events they run which are held 
nowhere else in this country on such a 
scale over the years. 

The base of desert racing lies with 
the endurance runs of the late ‘teens, 
twenties and thirties. And indeed, 
there is a race which was the great- 

at-grandaddy of desert racing, the 
amous Big Bear Run which began in 
1921 and was last held in 1961. Due to 
some starting treachery by a group of 
riders, which was compounded by the 
sponsors (Orange County M.C.) 
unsuccessful efforts to sort out the 
cheaters, the 1961 race was declared 
no-contest. The last official Big Bear 
Run was won in its 39th year in 1960 
by a 16-year-old unknown named 
Eddie Mulder on a Royal Enfield. 

The first Big Bear and many of the 
events held in the twenties and thirties 
were held over unmarked courses. 
There was a starting spot and a named 
finish spot. Whoever got there first was 
the winner. There was no breaking out 
of the classes of motorcycles entered, 
and in the early days, they were mostly 
Harley-Davidson or Indian machines; 
that was what everyone rode. There 
were no real gas checks to speak of, 
either. 


Rider Aub Lebard (for many. years 
now co-owner of LeBard and Under- 


wood, a motorcycle store in La Habra)’ 


recalls that in the late thirties and 
early forties he would carry close to the 
correct amount of change with him on 
a run. Gas stops were any gas station 
along the way, and when a rider 
pulled in, he usually had to sit in line 
waiting for those in front of him to 
finish filling up their tanks. Recalled 
LeBard, “If you had near the correct 
change (just a bit over) you could just 
toss the attendant fifty cents, say, for 
46 cents worth of gas and be on your 
way without having to wait for 
change.” 

“Another thing,” continued Le- 
Bard, “was that most everyone rode 
the same bikes that they rode to work 
in these events. Not only that but we 
would ride the bike to and from the 
event. We didn’t have pick-up trucks 
in those days. Each club then would 
have one run per. year, like the Three 
Point Club, early sponsors of the Big 
Bear Run. There weren't many clubs, 
so a big month was when there were 
two events.” With the advent of dual 
European Scrambles that number now 
can be five and occasionally six events! 

In those days, the runs weren't over 
really rough terrain and included 
some paved roads. Most of the bikes 
then had girder forks and no rear 
suspension. 

You could ride almost anyplace in 
those days, though as the years went by 
the events got pushed further out into 
the desert and mountains as civiliza- 
tion grabbed more and more land. 

These races began, as most motor- 
cycle racing did then, on a much less 
professional level than now. They were 
fun events along with the field meets of 





the day where you could take your wife 
and a picnic lunch and off you’d go to 
the start, race, eat and then ride” 
home. Desert racing has kept some of’ 
this old-time flavor except that now”: 
you load your bike and girlfriend or’ 
wife and kids, dinner and a picnic 
lunch in your van or camper go out the” 
evening before, have dinner, ride the 
race in the early morning, eat lunch; 
then load everything back in your’ 
truck and be home by later afternoon!” 

Nothing in this life now is as simple” 
and uncomplex as it was “back theń,™ 
and the desert itself is still a relatively 
simple and basic place, removed from” 
the bustle of civilization. For hundreds” 
of people each weekend it is still’ a 
place to have fun and “get away from’ 
it all.” ; 

Some of the early races attracted * 
droves of spectators to the start and’! 
finish as well as a known road crossing 
in the middle if there was one. A few 
of the races used to cross over Cajon'® 
Pass on the main highway and the 
police would be there to stop the 
regular traffic for the riders! 

The very early endurance runs 
became Hare and Hound races. As the 
motorcycles of the day improved 
technologically, the country had to'get® 
rougher to sort out the winners and the 
finishers. In the tough and important 
events, rarely more than 25% of the 
starters finished. These races were real 
tests and the big thing for many of the 
competitors was simply to reach the?’ 
finish. ; 

The definition of a Hare and Hound" ! 
was “an unknown course marked with 
lime.” That was unless it got into some 
snow, a common occurrence in the 
winter, when lamp black was used for 
marking). A rider knew where the 
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start and finish were. In the original 
concept, a good rider from the pro- 
moting club was selected as the 
“hare,” and he was allowed a half- 
hour to one hour start on the rest of 
the. field who were designated the 
“hounds.” The hare would throw the 
lime as he went, and the first guy to 
catch him would be the winner, These 
weren't, strictly speaking, quite desert 
races yet, though the desert was where 
they would usually end up because of 
the, amount of land needed for holding 
one of these events. 

Sometimes in these early races, you 
were lucky if anyone (besides the hare) 
made it to the finish. All the riders 
who got to that spot would lie to each 
other, bench race for a while, then 
leave for home. There were no sweep, 
or pick-up crews. If a rider missed his 
buddy after a day or so he would go 
looking for him or the. guy would walk 
out, get to town and get the necessary 
parts to fix his bike, and go back and 
fix it there on the trail! There were no 
classes then either, for riders or 
machines. The prizes were first, 
second, and third whether you rode a 
pogo stick or a Henderson Four! 

In many ways, desert racing evolved 
because the desert was the only place 
where you could run distance (80 to 
over, 100 miles) events. The sport 
appealed to the many independent 
and. individualistic riders in southern 
California, and to this day, desert 
racing has remained the most indivi- 
dualistic form of motorcycle racing. 
The riders in southern California were 
lucky that they had a place in which to 
continue distance racing unlike the 
other areas in this country. 

After the second World War was 
over, in 1946, European bikes began 








coming into this country and began 
winning these Hare and Hound races. 
That’s when desert racing really got 
started. The number of riders, motor- 
cycles and events increased to the 
point that (including enduros and 
scrambles races) a rider could compete 
in about 45 events throughout the year 
from 1951-1952 on during the fifties. 

Desert racing had progressed from 
its infancy to the toddler stage. there 
was still no difference between the 
machines and most of the riders who 
raced any of those types of events on 
AJS, Ariel, Matchless and then a bit 
later BSA and Triumph motorcycles. 
There were still many riders competing 
on Harley-Davidsons at that time, but 
Indian had pretty well disappeared. 

Some of the top riders from the late 
thirties through into the early fifties 
were Swede Belin, Ray Bowels, Slim 
Cocker, Ray Tanner, George 

unther, Walt Harper, Earl Flanders, 
John McLaughlin, Del Kuhn, Ernie 
May, Doc Trainor, Nick Nicholson, 
Guy Lewis, Max Bubeck, Larry 
Bornhurst, Ralph Adams, Cleve 
McNeil, Charlie Cripps, Dick Dean, 
Vern Hancock, the incomparable Bud 
Ekins and later his brother Dave, Bob 
Ewing, Bud Sage and Aub LeBard. 
LeBard and Bud Ekins were the only 
two riders ever to win the famed Big 
Bear Run three times. And LeBard 
has the distinction of being the only 
rider to win it three years in a row, '49 
through ’51. 

A point scoring system for races was 
begun by District 37 in 1950. That 
point system was used to qualify riders 
(as the entry was limited) for another 
famous race which grew in popularity 
in the fifties, the Catalina Grand Prix. 
The points were not kept separately 


for the different types of races at this 
time, though during the fifties more 
and more riders began to specialize in 
either enduros, or scrambles or Hare 
and Hounds and European Scrambles. 
There were three “really big” events 
during this time that literally everyone 
rode: Big Bear, the Greenhorn Enduro 
and the Cactus Derby. To win one of 
those races, you had to be one of the 
best. 

During the early fifties they separated 
the classes into Lightweight, Heavy- 
weight and in the later fifties into 
Amateur and Expert. A Lightweight 
was any bike of 250cc and under and a 
Heavyweight was anything over 250cc> 
The reason for this split was the 
growing numbers of small 
displacement bikes, those two-strokes, 
which started coming into this country 
after the war. The Open class bikes in 
the mid-fifties were Matchless, AJS, 
BSA, Triumph and Velocette, while 
the “ring-ding” class machines were 
Dot, NSU Terrier, some BSAs and 
later Triumph Cubs followed by 
DKW. The top machine for several 
years, 'til the DK Ws got going was the 
Francis Barnett which was universally 
called the Fanny B even in the race 
reports in Cycle and Motorcyclist 
magazines. By the late fifties, DKW 
was top dog, and Jack Krizmann won 
the 200cc class at Big Bear in '57 and 
°58, placing 19th overall in the latter 
event. 

Bud Ekins, Dick Dean and Vern 
Hancock were the three top riders in 
1954. Ekins won his first Big Bear run, 
covering the 150 mile course in about 
eight hours. He topped the “over 500’” 
rider field on a AJS single scrambler 
and remembered that “it was real 
cold that morning” (second week in 
January) and the oil in the suspension 
units was so stiff that it was just like 
riding a rigid frame machine. 

The only ones not affected by the 
cold were those riding “Martin” 
Specials. These machines had an 
unorthodox swinging arm suspension 
which used hydraulic fluid that wasn’t 
affected by the low temperatures 
(Vern Robison had used one of those 
Triumphs the year before to win the 
event over Ekins who broke 14 miles 
from the finish in 1958). 


Ekins also won the Moose run that 
year, topping 265 competitors. That, 
according to Cycle Magazine was 
considered one of the “Big 8” runs of 
‘54. Then Ekins and Hancock spent a 
couple of months during the summer 
competing in scrambles events in 
England. Dick Dean on a Matchless 
single was the winner of the 1953 
National Championship Hare and 
Hound held Dec. 13 near Palmdale by 
the’ North Los Angeles M.C. He 
topped a total entry of 380 riders (310 
big motors and 70 lightweights) in the 
145-mile run. Dean, a member of the 
checkers M.C. (formed in 1951 and 
during the hey-day of desert racing in 
the '60s one of the biggest and best 
known desert clubs), was also winner 
of the all around rider of the year 
award in 1953. 

Other top riders in 1954 included 
Bud Sage who won the San Gabriel 
Hare and Hound on a K Model Harley! 
and “Feets” Minert who spent most of 
that year in the service. 

Larry Hester, publisher of the trade 
publication Motorcycle Dealer News 
had a big moment in October 1955 
when he topped a field of 195 to win 
the Checkers Hare and Hound over 
Pat Zaremba, Bud Ekins and Vern 
Hancock. 

By 1958 the Big Bear entry had 
swelled to an incredible 822 starters! 
Roger White was the winner over 
Charlie Hockie, Buck Smith, Bud 
Ekins (who was leading until he hit a 
patch of ice 17 miles from the finish 
and fell down a 30 foot cliff) and Cal 
Bottom. All of the top five were 


Triumph mounted and 20 of the top 
30 (out of only 145 finishers) were on 
Triumphs. Of course this might be 
explained by the fact that 267 of the 
822 starters rode Triumphs! This was 
probably the beginning of the decade 
of Triumph dominance in desert 
racing. 

In 1963 points were finally split and 
desert racing really came into its own. 
The 10 year period from 1963 through 
1972 was the “Golden Era” of desert 
racing. The bikes themselves evolved 
into very specialized machines created 
to do one thing very well—run very 
fast over desert terrain. One of the 
primary reasons for the split between 
desert races and racers and scrambles 
riders was the grading of scrambles 
coures. Scrambles racing became the 
proving grounds and “little league” for 
professional “Class C” racing. There 
werent many rough scrambles 
anymore, but smooth TT scrambles 
courses with water trucks and graders. 
The only difference between many 
“scrambles” courses and Class C tracks 
was the fact that one was ridden by 
amateur racers for trophies and 
the other by professional riders for 
money. Many of the tracks even 
specified “Class C” traction—no 
knobbys allowed, because they might 
spoil the surface. The desert riders 
preferred to stick to their knobby tires 
and “rough” long distance courses over 
open terrain. 

When the scrambles and desert 
points separated in 1963, enduros were 
kept with the Hare and Hound, Hare 
Scrambles and European Scrambles in 
District $7. Enduros were finally given 
their own separate point system on 
Feb. 1, 1966. At that time the District 
Sports Committee voted to allow no 
other type of desert event to be held on 
the same Sunday as an enduro and 
also to keep the first Sunday of every 
month an open Sunday (along with 
Easter Sunday). The Committee also 
started that from then on, posters are 
to give complete directions to the start 
of events so as to avoid heavy liming on 
the main highways. It seems the law 
was getting upset about the lime on 
main highways and had been 
repeatedly warning different clubs. 

At that time the amount of desert 
used for racing was still open and so 
many different areas were used by the 
different clubs that most of the riders 
didn’t know when they left home for 
the race exactly where the start would 
be. The clubs used lime not only to 
mark the course but also to mark the 
way to the start from one of the main 
roads. Now a small amount of lime is 
used at the highway turnoff but the 
areas allowed for racing are so restricted 
any desert regular can pinpoint, 
within a quarter mile, where the start 
and pit area will be for any given race. 
The course is marked with ribbon for 
the most part and a bit of lime is used 
to indicate a danger area or a (dirt) 
road crossing. Anyone can even find 
out where the course goes as the club 
must post- the route with the BLM 
prior to the race for their approval. 
Course maps are available as a public 
record. This is all part of the govern- 
ment control now exercised over desert 
racing. 

The other major rule put into effect 
Feb. 1, 1966 was from that time on the 
marking cards, used by the promoting 
club, marked by their officials at the 
start and at the different checkpoints 
on the course, was to be put on the gas 
tank. Until then some clubs put them 
on the rider’s helmet, some on the gas 
tank. 

As desert racing moved into the 
sixties, a talented young rider named 
Eddie Mulder surprised everyone by 
winning the Big Bear over the 197 
finishers that year out of 765 starters. 
The first three bikes were also a bit 
surprising; they were all single cylinder 
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Malcolm Smith won the ‘65 Cactus Derby on a 250cc Greeves. 





machines, a Royal Enfield, a BSA, 
and a Matchless. Mulder covered the 
gruelling 158 miles in four hours, 21 
minutes. Mulder spent much of his 
time over the next five years in the 
desert but is best known for his Class C 
racing. He was one of the best, if not 
the best TT racer to ever put a wheel 
on the race track— but he got his start 
in the desert! For the first six years of 
its existence he also owned the Corri- 
ganville (Hopetown) GP Open Expert 
class. His first win in that famed GP 
race, its innaugural year was 1960. 
Also notable in the 1960 Big Bear was 
Dave Ekins who was the only rider to 
finish (out of 18 starters) on a 125cc 
machine. He rode a Honda. That year 
only 15 riders started in the 55 inch 
and over class; two finished; the 
winner at 104th overall was Bob 
Greene (later long time editor of 
Motorcyclist Magazine) on a Harley- 
Davidson. 

The Shamrocks State Championship 
Hare and Hound in December of 1960 
was won by Don Surplice over Marsh 
Meridith (both Open Experts on 
Matchless), Bud Ekins (500cc Expert) 
and Al Rogers. Bill Messer on a 250cc 
Jawa was the top lightweight rider at 
14th overall. Messer was the leading 
lightweight rider for the year in the big 
events. At 22nd overall, first 500cc 
Amateur was a rider destined to be 
one of the dominant riders in desert 
competition in the mid sixties, Ron 
Nelson. 

The Checkers “Check Chase” Hare 
and Hound of 1963 was won by Nelson 
(Tri) over J.D. Williams (Tri), Mike 
Patrick (Enfield), Dick Vick (Mat), 
Larry Berquist (BSA) and Rich 
Thorwaldson (Mat). The race report 
mentioned the previous year’s winner 
Bud Ekins was plagued with mechani- 
cal difficulties and the loss of his right 
foot peg. 

Then in 1965 Gary Conrad stunned 
everyone by winning the 90-mile 
National Championship Hare Scrambles 
overall on a 250cc Greeves! It was to 
prove to be no fluke as he won again 
overall several times in the next few 
months. Rich Thorwaldson won the 
Spokebenders Hare Scrambles on a 
250cc Bultaco one week after Conrad 
had won the Checkers Hare and 
Hound for the first-ever second- 
straight desert win by a lightweight 
bike. Also in the fall of 1965, the 
Cactus Derby was won by a fellow 
named Malcolm Smith on a 250cc 
Greeves. This was the 20th running of 
the famed Derby promoted by the 
Riverside Bombers club. The winner 
that year of the 200-mile long event, 
Smith also earned the title of the 
western National Enduro Champion! 
Though the lightweight machines 
were inning to occasionally have 
their day, Nelson and his big Triumph 
came back to win the California State 
Championship Hare and Hound one 
week after Conrad had won the 
National Hare Scrambles. It was inter- 
esting that Nelson finished fourth (with 
seat problems) to Conrad at that 


National and Conrad in turn finished 


20 years before. 


fourth to Nelson the next week behind 
second place Mike Patrick (500 
Norton) and third Phil Bowers (500CZ). 

Another name was seen in 1965: 
J-N. Roberts took 26th overall as a 
Novice on a Honda. During the next 
year on a 805 Honda as an Amateur, 
J.N. was to prove all but unbeatable. 
He began to gain recognition in 1965 
however when he finished 10th overall, 
first Novice at the Cal State Hare 
Scrambles. In_that race the first six 
places went to Triumph; Conrad 
snuck his Greeves in for seventh, 
followed by two more Triumphs and 
J.N. 

There were over 40 active clubs in 
the desert in the mid sixties and the 
average attendance at a race was 250 
to 300 riders, though there were over 
600 riders who earned points during 
the year in desert racing. 

Some of the other top riders of 
that time: Buck Smith, Bob McLaugh- 
lin, Don Smith, Bob Steen, Bob Steffan, 
Bob Ferro, Al Rogers and Walt 
Axthelm. 

A few of the top clubs: Shamrocks, 
California Golphers, Checkers, Rams, 
Prospectors, San Gabriel, OCMC, 
Buzzards, Dirt Diggers and Jack- 
rabbits. 

Another class came along in 1965— 
the Trailbike class. This reflected the 
growing popularity and availability of 
the small 100cc and under motor- 
cycles by the early 1970's this was one 
of the most popular and hotly contested 
classes with a regular turnout of 150 to 
200 riders. The early seventies saw the 
largest number of riders ever to race in 
the desert on a regular basis: weekly 
turnouts averaging between 600-800 
riders! 

By the end of 1966 the Trailbike 
class was drawing 50 riders maximum 
in the bigger events—it was still a 
portent of things to come. Jack 
Morgan on a Hodaka and Earl 
Roeseler (yes, Larry's dad) on a 
Zundapp were the top two Honchos in 
the Trail class in the mid sixties. Bob 
Steffan also raced this class on a 
Hodaka. 

At the State Championship Hare 
Scrambles in mid-October 1966, Bob 
Belt won overall on a 250cc Greeves, 
J.N. Roberts (#451 Amateur) was 
second overall on his 305 Honda, while 
third and first Open Sport went to 
Buzz Hurst on a Triumph. 

Then a young rider named Malcolm 
Smith came back from his first Inter- 
national Six Days Trial to take the 
Spokebenders Championship Hare 
Scrambles over Bobby Ferro (Tri) on a 
250cc Husqvarna. This was the first 
overall win for the Swedish brand in 
desert competition. Though the big 
“desert sleds” would continue their 
dominance for a few more years with 
their “drigor” Bates seats and “long 
travel” Ceriani forks they would give 
way to the lighter, increasingly reliable 
(and available) high horsepower 
European two strokes in the same way 
that the bigger and heavier American 
bikes had given way to the British 15 to 


Eddie Mulder, Mel Dineson. 


Another rider appeared in southern 
California in 1966, three times and 
current 250cc World Motocross 
Champion Torsten Hallman. He 
trained for his U.S. big race debut at 
Hopetown by riding a couple of Hare 
and Hound races in the desert. The 
big races at Hopetown were Inter- 
national class races set up just like 
European motocross. To many 
southern California riders’ chagrin, 
Hallman swept the field both days; 
only Malcolm Smith and Paul Hunt 
could keep him in sight. 

It would be four or five years before 
the sport of motocross really began to 
take off in this country and begin to 
exert an influence on desert racing 
machinery and clothing. 

No one rider dominated the desert 
in_1966, Dick Vick, Larry Berquist, 
Gary Conrad, Ron Nelson and Mike 
Patrick shared top honors. 

Up to 1967 desert racing all but 
ceased for the summer; it was just too 
hot, but by 1967 desert racing was 
such a popular sport and so many 
clubs wanted dates (plus the points 
were finally gained by desert races only 
as enduros had been separated out in 
1966) that races continued every 
week except the first Sunday of the 
month during the summer. By 1968 
the first Sunday of the month was 
given to enduros. J.N. Roberts was one 
of the first people to use protective 
gear in desert racing—a football 
mouth guard, shin guards and 
shoulder pads. As a stuntman who 
worked regularly, he may have gotten 
some of his ideas from that. Ironically 
he never earned a number one plate in 
the desert. His work kept him from 
competing every weekend and in those 
days all of your rides counted. 
Nowadays just your best 20 rides are 
counted for points. 

Grand Prix racing came along in 
the late sixties with the Viewfinders 
Grand Prix and the Elsinore race join- 
ing Hopetown. These races provided a 
chance for the Scrambles riders and 
the Desert riders to get together and 
settle some of their “who is best of all” 
disputes. 

In the Cycle Racing Annual of 
1968, Gordon Jennings said that the 
desert racer “rides for his club’s honor 
making fast tracks over a trackless 
land.” He wrote of the arroyos, 
whoops, rocks, heat sand and the 
“dreaded cholla—a cactus so abund- 
antly endowed with spines as to make a 
porcupine appear naked.” And 
Jennings described the gathering of 
riders, family and friends by saying, 
“A remote bit of dust becomes pit 
area, grandstands, picnic grounds, 
children’s sandbox, solarium and race 
course rolled into one.” 

In 1967 the last and biggest physi- 
cally of the “big” desert races was run 
for the first time. Dusty Coppage won 
the first San Gabriel Valley M.C. 
Barstow to Vegas (hereafter referred 
to as the B-to-V) on a Triumph over 
619 starters. For the next four years in 
a row J.N. Roberts dominated the race 
which grew to 2000 starters in 1970 
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Whitey Martino, Malcolm at Baja. 


(according to Cycle News) and to 3500 
starters in 1971! There were more 
finishers in 1971 (638) than there were 
starters in the inaugural event in 1967. 

The Trailbike class—indeed all of 
the classes in desert racing—grew 
enormously in the early 70’s. In the 
1971 B-to-V, Mitch Mayes finished 
ninth overall on his H-D Baja 100. 
Don Ogilvie (father of current 250cc 
ace Bruce) finished 35th overall, third 
Trailbike on a rear rim. Jack Morgan 
was still competing and winning in the 
small bike class in 1970, but the young 
riders were beginning to take over and 
finish incredibly high in the overall 
standings. Riders like Terry Clark, 
Tom and Cordis Brooks, Mitch Mayes, 
Jeff Wright, Larry Roeseler and Bruce 
Ogilvie developed superb racing skills 
on the small bikes. According“ to 
Bruce, “the small bikes forced you to 
become a really good racer, you 
couldn’t count on the horsepower. 
Also the competition was so intense 
and good at that time it was a' big 
help.” Any of the racers who were very 
good on the small bikes almost auto- 
matically became overall ~ top 
competitors when they made the 
switch to bigger bikes. 

The 1972 B-to-V was won by Tom 
Smith on a Yamaha after a long battle 
with Tom Brooks on a DKW 195. 
Brooks, finishing with a broken header 
pipe, was second overall, first Division 
II (175cc) and ended the year with the 
number two plate in the Division, II 
class after several overall wins on the 
125cc machine.. Third overall in the 
grueling race to Vegas that year was 
A.C. Bakken, fourth went to Rolf 
Tibblin and fifth to the late Larry 
Pfutzenreuter on a 250cc Bultaco. 

Mitch Mayes moved to the Open 
class in 1973 and became a relatively 
regular overall winner and took 19 
open class wins by mid September. He 
also topped the 3000 starters in the B- 
toV race that year after dueling the 
entire way with Jim Fishback. Fishback 
finished second by, a mere 41 seconds. 
There were 1067 finishers, 

The Barstow to Vegas race held in 
1974 was the last, due to environmental 
problems. Mitch Mayes and A.C. 
Bakken crossed: the finish line in’ a 
literal “dead heat” to tie for the win. 
They were so close near the finish of 
the race that they decided it would be 
a fitting end. 

In 1969 and 1970, the death of TT 
and scrambles racing on a large scale 
(due partly to the increased interest in 
that “new” and growing sport of moto- 
cross) caused many riders to switch to 
the desert. The number of riders 
doubled apparently overnight from an 
average of 300-400 to 700-800 by 
1970. 

Motorcycle sales were on the increase 
in 1969 after two years of slowdown 
from the increased growth and 
“boom” of the early 1960's. Yamaha 
brought out their DT-1 model in 1969; 
it was the first readily available, 
decent, inexpensive bike which was 
adequate for racing. It was also street 
legal. The DT-1 was a big factor in the 











wth of desert racing; it was a 
natural for that type of competition 
and it came along at just the right 
_ time. 

Participation in desert. events 
mushroomed and more classes were 
created to keep up the interest and 
enthusiasm and also to give a reason- 
able portion of the riders a chance to 
win. 

This boom lasted for a relatively 
short time as increasing bureaucratic 
influence, land closures and the 

"infamous “gas shortage” of 1973 
combined to cause a drop off in atten- 
dance by 1974. 

The 28th Annual Moose Run early 
in 1974 still drew 800 riders and A.C. 
Bakken topped the 500 finishers on a 
400cc Husky. Mark Adent on a 250cc 

‘Penton finished second overall, Bob 

Balentine was third overall as a open 

~¢lass Amateur while Bruce Ogilvie 
took eighth overall, first Trailbike on 
his 100cc Baja. A.C, also won the 
Check Chase that year from 894 
starters and 421. finishers. - Larry 
Roeseler (Harley Baja) Bob Rutten 
(Hodaka) and Ogilvie (Baja) battled 
for the top three positions in the 
Trailbike class while Tom Brooks, Jim 
Fishback and Mitch Mayes were 
frequent overall winners. 

The development of the “desert 
bike” as something very different in 
type from any other racing bike 
peaked in the late ‘60s and early ‘70s. 
From then on the development and 
availability. of motocross machines 
bagan to have its influence on desert 
bikes. 

The basic differences today between 
an average motocross bike anda desert 

bike are only in the steering head 
angle and perhaps in the swing arm as 
‘Well as bigger gas tanks and higher 
gearing for the desert bikes. A desert 
bike goes faster in. a more or less 
straight line for a much longer period 
of time, They do not need the quicker 
turning motocrossers do. Other than 
their race-ready availability, the 
biggest single help motocross machines 
“have provided is the suspension’ 
development. The territory allowed 
«for desert racing has become so small, 
comparatively speaking, in the past 
“three years that it is quite well used 
“and as a result much rougher than it 
“ever used to be. Long travel suspen- à à - - -

the dominant machines in desert 
racing today, particularly in numbers. 

“Interestingly enough though, the two 
top racers in the desert this season are 
Bob Balentine on his 400cc KTM and 
Bruce Ogilvie on his 250cc Harley- 
‘Davidson. At this time, however, it 
doesn't appear that either one will 
‘defend their number one plates on the 
same machinery next year. 

Racing in the desert has always been 
ery personal. to the rider. The 
action, at least the bulk of it takes 
place where no one sees but the 
competitors themselves. It would be 

„difficult for anyone who had not been 
a desert racer himself or spent some 
time out there spectating or being part 
nof, the very important pit crews to 
„į Teally understand how good many of 
these racers really are, what they do 
and why most of them love it and keep 
on racing in the desert in preference 
__to. any other type of racing. 
_; (Gordon Jennings offered an 
“excellent explanation in his article on 
„the desert in Cycle Magazines Racing 
Annual of 1968. He wrote, “Perhaps it 
bs is just a good way to find out how

LOS ANGELES, CA, NOV: 21 


U.S. District Court Judge Warren J. Ferguson 
granted the injunction sought by the Bureau 
of Land Management against the Phantom 
Duck of the Desert’s Unorganized Trail Ride, 


but then the injunction was re- 
worded to allow the Duck to ride 
from Barstow to Vegas under 
existing BLM rules. 

There is no more Phantom Duck of 
the Desert “Unorganized” Barstow to 
Las Vegas Trail Ride, but the Duck 
was granted his legal right to ride — 
with up to 49 friends and associates — 
on land recognized as open on existing 
roads and trails. 


The BLM, represented by James R. 
Arnold of the U.S. Attorney’s Office, 
had attempted to use other BLM 
statutes to shut the area down entirely 
for the Thanksgiving weekend, but 
Judge Ferguson denied this request 
and ordered the injunction reworded. 

The Duck was ably represented at 
the hearing by attorney George J. 
Stephan, brought into the case by Dart 
Bike Magazine Editor Rick Sieman. 


Sieman has organized the Phantom 
Duck of the Desert Legal 
Defense/ Attack Fund to fight for the 
Duck and all desert riders. 
Contributions to the fund may be sent 
to the Flame, Sanger, Grayson and 
Ginsburg Client Trust Fund, c/o Rick 
Sieman, 17619 Los Alimos St., 
Granada Hills, CA 91344, Make 
checks payable to the F, S, G&G Client 
Trust Fund. 

After listening to arguments from 
both sides, Judge Ferguson had both 
sidés meet in an attempt to agree to a 
suitable route for the B-to-V trail ride. 
This was regarded by many of the pro- 
Duck group present as a victory in 
itself. “This is the first time in four 
years that they've sat down and talked 
with us,” said one. 

But the attempted negotiations 
broke down in a maze of confusion 


over private property, existing roads, 
utility-company rights of way, and 
privately-controled mining roads on 
public land. 

In his ruling, Judge Ferguson 
recognized the First Amendment right 
of protest aspects of the case, but 
noted Supreme Court decision 
regarding symbolic protest — it must 
not be violent, i.e., black armbands, 
yes, burning draft cards, no. First 
Amendment rights were just part of 
the argument presented by Stephan, 
who did an admirable job, considering 
that he had been brought in on the 
case on Sunday, two days before the 
Tuesday hearing. 

Possibly the largest impact of the 
decision was that the BLM cannot stop 
a private citizen from riding his 
motorcycle on public lands Cafi 
as open for vehicular use. 


Goin’ to Vegas with a feathered 


friend

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BARSTOW, CA/LAS VEGAS, NV, NOV. 25 

I rode from Barstow to Las Vegas the Saturday 
after Thanksgiving. So did a lot of other people. 
Though it wasn’t the “Phantom Duck of the 
Desert 4th Annual Barstow to Vegas ‘Unor- 


ganized’ Trail Ride” — an in- 
junction against the event had 
been granted four days before 
— it was a well-attended 
symbolic protest of Bureau of Land 
Management policies. It was difficult 
to determine the number of people 
who started from the Harvard Rd. 
starting area, but an extremely 
conservative estimate would be at least 
double the number who did it last 
year. 

BLM personnel were out at the start 
area and the first gas stop at Rasor Rd. 
on Friday, taking license numbers, 
asking people why they came and 
where they heard about the “event” 
and reportedly threatening arrest “of 
the 51st person. . 

I rode with the man the BLM 
charges is the Phanton Duck. We will 
continue to use this pseudonym 


because he told us once that he wasn’t 
making the protest because he wanted 
to get his name in the papers. He just 
wanted to protest. There were 10 
others in our group, so the Duck didn’t 
even get near the maximum allowance 
of 50 total. 

Most all of the District clubs had 
groups riding. Play riders as well as 
desert racers rode. A street rider, who 
hasn't been on the dirt in six years, 
rode the trail all the way to Vegas to 
protest the BLM. Tom Keller, Long 
Beach, CA, negotiated the downhills, 
sandwashes, snow and rocks on an 
SR500 Yamaha street bike, with street 
tires, and low bars, and made it to the 
finish at Blue Diamond Rd. in Vegas 
before dark. 

Also seen on the course was a VW 
“Thing” driven by newly-elected 
Assemblyman J. Robert Hayes from 
the 39th District. 


As I got to the starting area early 
Saturday morning, BLM presence was 
very low key. I didn’t see more than a 
handful of BLM rangers all day, 
including the one parked off the trail 
and in the snow at the Clark 
Mountains. 

Somebody, and I don’t know who, 
ribboned the trail all the way. Now the 
BLM will probably say that that 
smacks of an organized event, but it 
helped keep all the riders on the same 
roads, instead of having to wander all 
over the place. I saw very few tracks off 
the road, save for where people 
stopped off the trail to do what the 
BLM says they want people to do, 
enjoy the desert. By the way, the 
Phantom Duck doesn't know who 
ribboned the trail, either. 


What happened to the Duck? He 
made it to Vegas. Riding a Honda 
SL125 (the silver tanked model), he 
wasn't on the fastest, best-suspended 
machine available. As others passed 
him, they usually waved or made other 
signs of encouragement. His bike spit a 
chain past the first gas stop, the back 
brake was sticking, and dirt was 
floating around in the carburetor, 
causing the bike to sputter 
occasionally. But despite those 
problems and an hour delay while we 
regrouped at Cima Rd., he did finish. 

Though a blow-by-blow description 


of the course is hardly necessary, 
was an enjoyable trail ride. = aes 
riders turned back after the first or 
second gas stop to return ‘to vehicles 
left at the start area. Those continuing 
on past the second gas stop were 
treated to an unbelievably beautiful 
ride through the snow as the trail 
wound around the Clark Mountains 
and down Coliseum Gorge to the last 
pit at Stateline. 

What we did — what the BLM 
wanted so desperately to stop — was 
enjoy a day in the desert. We saw more 
of it, enjoyed more of it, in one day 
than a hiker could in several days. 

The BLM estimate of the number of 
riders participating in the protest was 
580. Will the BLM go after the Duck? 
According to DeLoris “Pete” Palmer, 
a BLM Public Information Officer, 
“We're doing an evaluation of the 
activities...the information will be 
given to the U.S. Attorney and it will 
be up to him.” Palmer also stated that 
the BLM was not planning any arrests 
on Saturday. “There were no 
arrests... no intention of arrests,” she 
said. 

For next year, the Duck and some of , 
his friends are thinking about applying 
to the BLM for a permit for the trail 
ride. But regardless of what happens 
over the next year, come Saturday- 
after-Thanksgiving, there will be. 
people on the B-to-V trail. e

Nevada desert racing 


Casey Folks 


and the MRAN

“We originally organized strictly to improve 
desert racing. We wanted better races,” says 
Casey Folks, one of the founders of the Motor- 
cycle Racing Association of Nevada and still 


the guiding spirit behind desert 

racing in Southern Nevada. 
Folks, co-owner of Sportsman 

Cycle in Las Vegas, is a member 


of Groundshakers M.C., the club 
which, along with Desert People M.C.. 
got MRAN off the ground in 1969. 
They wanted better races, and they 
got them, Desert racing is alive and 
well in Southern Nevada. 

From the original two clubs, MRAN 
has grown to nine, with two more in 
the formative stage. MRAN offers a 
full racing schedule each year, with 
each club doing its share by putting on 
as many races as it can handle. Hare 
and Hound, European Scrambles, 
Hare Scrambles, Point-to-Point, 
Grand Prix - you name it, and you'll 
find it on the schedule. No hillclimbs 
yet, but MRAN has sponsored a few 
motocrosses and would do more if a 
quality facility were available. 

Some of the annual events, like the 
Groundshaker’s Moapa to Vegas, 
which has run for the past eight years, 
have developed such good reputations 
they are now attracting riders from 
Utah, California and Arizona. Beatty 
to Vegas, by the Oasis M.C., is a fun if 
harrowing race to ride, and the Clover 
Creek Grand Prix, co-sponsored by 
Chargers West M.C. and the Caliente 
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Volunteer Fire Department, has 
become a high point of the racing 
year. 

MRAN encompasses all of Southern 
Nevada, but is centered primarily im 
Las Vegas, Membership, including the 
Youth Division, numbers somewhere 
between 500-600 members. 

“For the size of the area,” Casey 
Folks notes, “we put out some of the 
best riders in the United States.” Max 
Switzer, Jack Johnson and Scot Harden 
all ride MRAN. Switzer, with 24 years 
of riding experience behind him, has 
won practically everything there is to 
win. Johnson and Harden, at this 
point, are two of the most outstanding 
racers in the country. 

There are other Nevada racers; 
competitive with the best anywhere, 
who haven't done enough out-of-state 
racing for their reputations to be 
established yet. LeRoy Kyger, for 
example, is fast. Radical maybe, but 
fast. Fred Hanson and Kevin Davis 
recently took first 250ce class honors at 
Mexicali in their first try at the 
Mexican desert. Sid Tarbett, 19) 
shows a lot of promise. There are 
many more. 

One reason Nevada turns out 
strong, consistent racers is the terrain, 
Any rider who ever finished Barstow to 

; knows. that near Stateline, the 
desert turns into a rocky obstacle 





course. Rocks typify the Nevada 
terrain, which is significantly tougher 
to. ride than the smoother, faster 
California desert. With this kind of 
training ground, Nevada riders tend 
to be somewhat heartier, more 
physical riders than their counterparts 
elsewhere. 

Probably MRAN’s best testimonial 
comes from the amazing Guio family 
of Big Piney, Wyoming. The Guios 
Ken and his sons Cotton, Candon and 
Tagg — put about 100,000 miles on 
their vans each year and have raced 
everywhere in the West. They have 
chosen to join MRAN, and they make 
the long trek down from Big Piney in 
rain, snow, or whatever, for nearly 
every race. 

Why did they choose MRAN? Ken 
Guio (currently Number One in the 
Over-38 class) enthusiastically 
explains: “MRAN races are well 
organized and well marked. A club 
with eight or nine members puts on as 
good a race as a 100 member club in 
California puts on. They really are 
dedicated! And the people are 
genuinely friendly. The MRAN 
organization should be commended 
for keeping that kind of spirit alive.” 

MRAN's very active Youth Division 
was started in 1972, Casey says, 
basically so the kids could have a place 
to ride and to give them some training. 
The Minis have 10 scheduled races this 
season. The training idea pays off. 
Two Youth Division Experts, Greg 
Price, 14, and Darryl Folks, 13, have 
piled up an impressive number of 
wins. They are now also riding as 
Amateurs in Big MRAN and are 
finishing well. 

Folks reports, with justifiable pride 
(and hardly any nervousness) that 
MRAN has very few problems with the 
BLM. There's a good working 
relationship there, with a lot of 
cooperation on both sides. The 
organization belongs to the Nevada 
Conservation Council, and has built 
excellent relations with the local Sierra 
Club. 

Speaking for MRAN about the 
future, Folks says, “As long as we have 
people interested in desert racing, 
we're going to have desert racing. The 
future of MRAN looks good. We're 
strong, We don’t have: much money, 
but we're strong as far as organization 
goes. We have good clubs, clubs that 
are. really interested in doing 
something and doing it right. And we 
have strong riders — some of the best!” 

A possibility that Folks would like to 
pursue is the idea of a challenge race 
between District 37 and MRAN. A 
race in Nevada and a race in 
California, with each group sending its 
top 15 or 20 riders to compete. with the 
other association. Nevadans suspect 
these would be extremely interesting 
races, with many surprises on both 
sides. They would like to see it worked 
out, maybe next season. 

Meanwhile, the Las Vegas 400 is 
coming up, a major racing event which 
is attracting racers from all over the 
country. This year's 400 promises to be 
the best one yet. 

Sponsored by Bill Putman, of 
Caspar, Wyoming, and produced by 
Casey Folks and Sam Bass, the 400 this 
year will have an entirely new course 
with a variety of terrain, three classes 
(Professional, Sportsman, and Mini) 
and plenty of excitement. 

The Las Vegas 400 is a classic 
example of the quality racing going on 
in Southern Nevada. The Guios will be 
down from Big Piney, Jack Johnson 
and Scot Harden will ride, along with 
their California team partners Larry 
Roeseler and Brent Wallingsford. 

A lot of fine people will be there, 
sampling that Nevada terrain and the 
other things Las Vegas has to offer. 
Casey Folks will be the one with the 
hat. e

We beat Death Valley, conquered Saline, 
whipped Eureka and Cowhorn Valleys, skirted 
around Hunter Mountain and then crossed 
over a high snow capped ridge of the Inyo 


Once upon a time Death Valley was a lake, 100 mi. long and 600 ft. deep. 


Mountains. The ride was a long 
232 mile kidney jolting, bun 
busting trip ranging in elevation 
from 1,000 feet to a little over 
7,600. 


We had ridden many miles in the 
Mammoth and Owens Valley area and 
looked longingly at the possibilities of 
a ride here. We almost tried it twice 
before but because of the desolation, 
distance and logistics involved (gas, 
food, water, etc.) it was too much for 
my son and I to tackle alone. 

Our standard procedure has been to 
search out an area that is interesting, 
somewhat challenging and, if possible, 
seldom sees a motorcycle. This is such 
a place. On this ride we saw only two 
bikes, both at Scotty's Castle, a couple 
of pick-up trucks, a road grader and a 
herd of burros. 

I finally got a few buddies together, 
took them on a couple of short local 
rides, and then suggested we take on 
Saline and Death Valleys, all in one 
shot. A couple of them thought a 
mental evaluation was in order and one 
just laughed. They did allow me to 
explain the challenge of such a ride 
while I expounded on the joys of the 
great outdoors, and they were still 
smiling when they agreed to go. A new 
problem popped up when I mentioned 
a few conditions and restrictions — 1 
became an instant Captain Bligh. 

We had to limit the size of the group 


and ended up with five bikes, two 
support vehicles and our cook‘ asà 
passenger. The vehicles would carry 
extra gas, food, water, camping gear 
and spare this and that. Two vehicles 
were used for a trio of reasons; 
regardless of what the Auto Club says, 
there is no guarantee of gas or water 
anywhere on this trip. A couple“of 
bikes had a range of 75 miles or' less‘ 
and gas and water cans do take up a 
little space. The other reason Ill cover 
later. The route I selected would be*a 
loop which split the 232 miles’ to 
approximately 114 miles on day one 
and 118 miles the next. 

Now, “The first annual Death 
Valley, Saline Valley, start and end in 
Darwin, carry our own gear, sleep in 
the dirt, motorcycle ride” was dialed 
in. The date was postponed once, due 
to gas tank deep snow and washouts 
that would stop even Parnelli Jones in 
his Bronco, and was rescheduled to the 
first week in May. 

Prior to the ride I went to the BLM 
office in Ridgecrest and the Death 
Valley National Monument 
Headquarters at Furnace Creek. for 
information, just to keep problems to- 
a minimum once we got underway... 
Riding inside the monument you must 
have a street legal bike (even on the 
back roads) and a Class 4 license. You 
must stay on the road and obey all 
signs. Some of the roads are not to be 





used (they are posted). On BLM land 
you can use most roads except in 
Eureka Valley where most of it is 
closed except for a very narrow byway. 
‘We were to observe all the Keep Out 
and No Trespassing signs. 


I was pleasantly surprised when 
Chief Monument Ranger Rayner and 
BLM Ranger Harris, who were very 
helpful with information, wished us a 
super ride. Mr. Rayner asked that we 
notify his office when we started and 
finished, which was only a precaution. 

During the planning stages I 
obtained three newly published BLM 
maps which were a tremendous help. 
The maps covered Saline, Eureka and 
Panamint Valleys, just the areas we 
needed. They only cost us a buck each 
and can be purchased at the BLM 
office in Bakersfield. I also obtained 
12. USGS (topo. maps) which were 
helpful, although somewhat out of 
date. (Most have not been revised or 
checked since 1950, but a few were 
updated in 1958.) The Auto Club map 
of Death Valley is one of the best. It 
detailed the entire route except for 
seven miles. The road over the “by- 
pass” is not on most new maps, except 
for the BLM’s. 

Death Valley is aptly named. It's 
beautiful and lonely but it can be 
deadly. The temperature has officially 
reached 134° at the Greenwater 
Ranch; some claim it’s hit 150° and 
stayed over 100° night and day for 
more than a week. The valley was 
officially explored in 1871, long after 
the 49’ers suffered their way across, by 
a couple of ‘Army officers named 
Wheeler and Lyle. It’s a little hard to 
believe this desert was once a pre- 
historic lake 100 miles long and 600 
feet deep; it is now referred to as Lake 
Manly. Walter Scott started building 
his famous “Scotty's Castle” in 1926 
and completed what now exists back in 
1981. It had cost him two million 
dollars up to that point but he never 
did get to finish it. Old age claimed 
Scotty first. The two million acre 
valley was designated a National 
Monument on February 11, 1931. 

On May 2 we assembled at Darwin, 
east of Owens Lake and six miles south 
of) Highway 190. That evening we 
drove to Long Pine and hit Margie’s 
Merry-go-Round for steak and wine. I 
think it’s the best food in the Owens 
Valley and reservations are a must. 

The next morning dawned „bright 
and clear as we geared up to hit the 
road at 7:30 a.m. Our wheels consisted 
ofa Honda XL 125, a XL 350, a Can- 
Am- 175, a Yammie 250 and this 
writer's slightly modified TS 185. The 
support vehicles were a very old Baja 
Bug and a Bronco still under 
warranty. 

}o Starting at Darwin we headed north 
5.7,miles to Highway 190, then right 
4.1, miles to the Saline Valley Road. 
The. first 9.8 miles is on very good 
pavement. We turned left and 
traveled 15.5 to the junction of Saline 
Valley Road and the road over Hunter 
Mountain. The first few miles of this 
section is very old asphalt, then dirt. I 
had planned to go over Hunter 
Mountain but we were told there was a 
large boulder in the road: The bikes 
could make it but not the vehicles. Not 
wanting to split the group, we all 
dropped down Grapevine Canyon. It’s 
to. the left for 10.3 miles, to an un- 
named road on the right. The first few 
miles were winding and a bit dusty. 
About halfway through the canyon we 
crossed a muddy creek about seven 
times (don’t worry if your bike isn't 
waterproof, it’s not deep). At the road 
we turned east for 6.7 miles. Called 
the “by-pass”, it was like a D-37 
enduro — steep, narrow, lots of 
switchbacks and rocky as hell. Charlie 
McCowns’ tiny 125 four banged it up 
with a little trouble and the road was 
so narrow Rich Andrades’ Bronco was 
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AT BETTER DEALERS EVERYWHERE!

jettisoned the beer he would have less 
trouble. Needless to say my idea was 
quickly rejected. From the top, the 
“Racetrack” came into view. We were 
lucky and did get to see some of the 
famous sliding rocks and a large herd 
of burros. Most of the rocks though 
were on the far side and since the dry 
lake is closed to all vehicles, we elected 
not to hike across the hot alkali. 
Heading north from the 
“Racetrack” we soon passed Teakettle 
Junction, its road sign laden with old 
kettles and coffee pots. Continuing 
north, at 28.8 miles we came to 
Ubehebe Crater. This is one big hole, 
3000 years old and 800 feet deep. The 
road from “Racetrack” was in good 
shape except for a mile or two near the 
crater. Heavy rains had played havoc 
with the sand and pumice, causing the 
road to almost disappear. There were 
still some large muddy water holes 
with bottoms slick as grease in the road 
so, remembering the rules, we stayed 





almost too wide in a couple of spots. large 15 gallon gas tanks, two heavy on the road and blasted our way 
Poor Andy Andrews’ old bug had to ice chests, our cook, plus its own 21 through. Several riders had never seen 
make a couple of shots in several steep gallons of fuel. When we all finally Scotty's Castle and, arriving a little 
20 places. It was loaded down with two crested the top, I suggested that if he ahead of schedule, we took the time to 
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go have a look. The road from the 
crater to the castle is paved bütvit’s 
used by tourists, so watch them 
carefully. It’s only 8.6 miles and: ‘the 
green grass and shade trees wereswell 
worth the few extra miles. Several took 
the tour and two of us kicked back in 
the shade for a nice 45-minute nap. 
On this particular day gasoline: was 
available but the ranger-in-charge 
echoed what I mentioned before, — 
don’t ever count on it. 

Leaving the castle we backtracked 
5.9 miles to the well-posted dirt:road 
heading north toward Big Pine. The 
climb is hardly noticeable for 21 miles, 
then a slight turn to the west put) us 
into the Last Chance Range. This is a 
finger of mountain splitting North 
Death Valley and Eureka Valley. This 
section was very pretty, everything: was 
green and the wild flowers were still in 
bloom. Along the way we passed ‘two 
springs which have been used for over 
a hundred years, but I wouldn’tvtrust 
the water’ now. Climbing’'the 
mountain for 7.5 miles, suddenly’ we 
rounded a turn and Crater Camp 
appeared on our right. This old 
Sulphur mine, said to be the largest 
known deposit in California; was 
mined from 1865 to 1954 and ‘saw its 
peak sometime during the 30's. ‘Just 
north of the mine a cluster of collapsed 
buildings marks the old townsite.’ This 
is about the halfway point on the trip 
and it’s a good spot to camp. We ‘left 
not a sign of our camp except for'a few 
ashes in a fire ring of rocks and’a few 
of our cans in a trash container. 

Being self contained, we broke! out 
the stove while the cook, Robert 
“Fenwick” Armstrong, started 
banging pots and opened the* bar. 
Cold beer, vodka gimlets and tequila, 
straight up, really hit the spot. As'they 
said in the old days, we did it, “just to 
cut the trail dust.” While the stew was 
simmering a few of us just had to’try 
out the other guy's scooter. Al Gaer 
noticed a faint trail and decidéd to 
give it a go but he ran out of beans, 
stopped the bike, then dropped it ‘and 
broke a lever (front brake, 
fortunately). I call him Albert but 
after that act, a few others called)him 
something else. 

With most of the bike questions 
answered we sat down to a filling 
meal, topped it off with carrot:cake, 
and sat back for a couple of hours) to 
watch the sun set. “Crazy LeRoy” 
Jennings and Armstrong then hauled a 
couple of rusty bedsprings out»of a 
gully while air mats for the rest were 
blown up and we bedded down forthe 
night under a star studded sky. 

At 7:30 a.m. we were back on the 
road and headed north. Leavingcamp 
we followed a short piece of asphalt 
dropping down into Hanging Rock 
Canyon: Pavement is the only way to 
keep a road in here. At 4.5 miles, we 
crossed the road going south to ithe 
Eureka Sand Dunes, said to be\the 
largest in the United States, 800 feet 
high and five miles long..,We 
continued northwest and- then 
southwest for 23.9 miles, about half of: 
it on good pavement, to the Saline 
Valley Road. There is no sign, but it’s 
at the top of the pass and the good dirt 
road to Saline Valley only heads 
southeast. 

At this point we were just below 
snowline and our warm jackets came 
in very handy. We took a short break, 
topped our tanks and prepared for, the 
60-mile ride down Saline Valley. Some 
say it’s hotter than Death Valley 
because it’s very, narrow „and 
surrounded by high mountains. 
Within a few miles we dropper down 
into Marble Canyon which has many 
private mining claims with lots, of 
Keep Out signs. A mile or so into,the 
canyon bottom there is a sharp right 
turn. If you go straight ahead, you'll 
be on private property and the, road 
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» )will soon deadend. Just stay on the 
road that shows the most use. Soon we 
xidropped into beautiful, rocky and 
\onarrow Whippoorwill Canyon. 

The Inyo County road crew has 
done a super job with road repair. 
Heavy rains and snow really did a 
number in here. Although they have 
graded it was still plenty rough. Snow 
was still hiding in the shady spots and 
a couple of the guys ambushed the bug 
driver with a barrage of snowballs. 
Continuing on 27.8 miles we came to 
{Willow Creek. This is a tale mine 

eeslowly getting back into operation. 
(Stay out; it’s private.) 
After a short break we continued 
i; south to the Salt Lake we could see in 
the distance and the site of the old 
Saline Valley Salt Works, 13.1 miles 
from Willow Creek. A 134%-mile 
tramline reaches over the Inyo 
Mountains to Owens Lake where for 
lecseven years it carried 20 tons of salt per 
{hour over the mountain. It was used 
continuously _until 1918, then 
sporadically until 1930. Looking west 
bidrom the lake you can still see 
remnants of the towers as they snake 
their:way over the mountain. 

Salt Lake was the lowest point of our 
ride, at an elevation of 1090 feet, and 
the: temperature. was about 90°. 

ifRemember — a‘ few miles back we 
gimwere tossing snowballs and the 
elevation was near 7600 feet. 

Continuing south we headed toward 
the, Hunter Mountain junction. 
Unfortunately, about 10 miles later 
the:old bug gobbled a couple of valves. 
Remember when I mentioned the 
value of a second vehicle? The driver 

swanted to burn jit on the spot, but I 
<isuggested that the BLM would 
¿probably take a dim view of that, so we 
; hooked it onto the Bronco and towed 
jt 40 miles back to Darwin. The bikes 
were running great, not even so much 
t9543 a fouled plug. Soon we passed the 
“by-pass” again and started our 3000 
foot climb up Grapevine Canyon to re- 
trace our route 35 miles back to our pit 
site. 

Two riders went up the Hunter 
Mountain Road, to try and locate the 
boulder or rain gully, and met a 

encDeyota Jeep who said he had no 

snttrouble on the mountain. So much for 
jroad information. I don’t blame the 
Monument people or the road crews 
though. Conditions change from day 
bto day, and they might make a run on 
these roads once a week or so. 

As we pulled into Darwin everybody 

‘was glad it was over, but we all agreed 

it was a fun, interesting ride. I had 
estimated the mileage would be 230 
miles, but it ended at 232.1. An error 
of less than one percent ain't too bad, 
but they ribbed the hell out of me. I 
told them it was off only due to tire 
wear. This writer, on the Suzuki TS 
185, and “Wild Bill” Collins, on the 
Yamaha 250, rode the entire distance. 
The others took an occasional break in 
the 4-wheelers. 

After the ride leaving us hot, dusty 
and a bit weary, we headed for Dirty 
Sock Hot Springs on Owens Lake. The 
algae was a little on the heavy side but 
the warm water worked wonders and 
the clean clothes made us presentable 
enough to hit the cafe in Olancha for 
dinner. 

If you decide to make this trip, 

April-May or October-November 


would be the best months. Check on ` 


‘road conditions before you go, travel 

self-contained and be prepared for any 
“type of weather. We are already 
°‘planning for the “second annual.” 
“wNext time we hope to go over Hunter 
‘Mountain, stop at Marble Bath, and 

check out some interesting places we 
“had to pass up. The next trip should 
“be even better. I'll know the route, the 
' “toads should’ be in better shape, and 
‘“‘most of all, maybe I can watch the 

scenery a little more. e

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Desert sled "78: Seules 
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598cc Pro-Tec Yamaha 


By Charles Morey 


One-time ruler of the western 
wastelands, the big bore four- 
stroke desert bike will never cease 
to exist — at least not as long as 
people like Jim Seulke (“sulky” like the 
horse racing rig) continues to express 
their preference for the mellower 
sound and torquier power that the 
intake / compression /ignition /exhaust 
models have to offer. 

Seulke’s Pro-Tec motor, a highly- 
modified 1977 TT500 Yamaha, 
provides the basis for a unique one-off 
off-road motorcycle. The motor, the 


front wheel assembly, the rear hub 
and rear wheel rim are all that were 
used from the original machine. The 
rest consists of selected aftermarket 
parts or, in the case of the '78 YZ E- 
model front forks, parts from another 
Yamaha model. 


The Yamaha motor received a full 
Pro-Tec transformation from mild- 
mannered 499cc trailbike powerplant 
to a 598cc cactus blaster. The original 
bore and stroke — 87mm X 84mm — 
were pumped up to 90mm X 94mm 
specs with a Pro-Tec stroker crank 
assembly ($250 exchange) and 90mm 
piston kit ($37.95). Both rod and

erful, Seulke’s Yamaha is the hot set-up. 


aes 


vei Giebaitt 
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piston are manufactured by Pro-Tec. 
The rod is machined from a 4130 
forged billet. The piston increases the 
stock 9:1 compression ratio to 10:1. 


Head porting and flow testing ($65), 
a Pro-Tec stroker cam ($79.95 
exchange) and their high performance 
valve spring kit ($19.95) all contribute 
to the impressive power increase. Pro- 
Tec’s 388mm Mikuni carb kit, which 
includes the intake manifold, throttle 
cable, Barnett quarter-turn quick 
throttle and K&N air cleaner ($91) 
keeps the monster fed. The 1%” 
diameter Pro-Tec pipe ($44.95) 
handles the increased demands on the 





Fox AirShox, Dick Mann swingarm. 
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exhaust system while adding its bit to 
the overall power increase and weight 
savings. A high volume oil line kit 
($8.95) improves lubrication efficiency 
on the higher-stressed motor. 

The Pro-Tec people do all motor 
mods, including the cylinder bore 
($15) and a complete disassembly/ 
reassembly/installation ($80). Their 
labor brings the motor modification 
price to just a quarter under $693. 

Seulke then put his killer motor into 
a Dick Mann MX frame and bolted on 
the Yamaha YZ400E forks and Fox 
AirShox to bring the suspension up to 
current motocross standards. 

Pro-Tec chain tensioner, rollers, 
guides, case-saver and shock protector 
keep the chain out of trouble through 
the increased suspension movement 
while a cut-down Pro-Tec skid plate 
guards the cases. 

Additional bits and pieces include a 
Gunnar Gasser throttle, Preston Petty 
fenders, a 3.00 X 21 Metzeler up 
front, a 4.60 X 18 Dunlop Sports at 
the rear and heavier-duty spokes on 
back. The heavily-padded seat is a 
one-off custom item. 

While we used the bike, as Jim 
Seulke does, for a desert/trailbike, it 
also is a formidable four-stroke 
motocross machine. The bike is 
scheduled to contest the Dec. 10 CMC 
Four-Stroke Nationals ridden by Pro- 
Tec’s Jon Clark. Negotiations for Rex 
Staten to ride it fell apart when Staten 
was called upon to fulfill other 
obligations. 

The desert sled lives on in a much- 
improved form. If there had been 
bikes like this way back then, two- 
strokes may have remained a minority.

Darrell Shultz's

P erhaps more than any other 
one bike in the Open class, 
the Maico has remained the 
favorite choice among privateer 
pro riders over the years. And for good 
reason. No other bike, with the 
possible exception of Husqvarna, has 
been available which offers-the non- 
factory rider anything so close to works 
bike handling and performance. 

This week’s test bike from the 
Trans-AMA Series is Darrell Shultz’s 
Maico 450, which is basically the new 
1979 production bike with a few fac- 
tory modifications. And with this 
evaluation comes the realization once 
again that for the coming year, the 
choice of racing mounts for the serious 
pro rider will once again be limited to 
Maico, Husky, and perhaps the new 
RM420cc Suzuki we looked at last 
week if it comes equipped, when 
available, with halfway decent suspen- 
sion. 

Darrell’s 1979 model 450cc Maico 
retains the exceptional chassis housing 
the evolutionary downsized engine in- 
troduced a year ago. The main 
changes for 1979 are in the suspension 


with travel increases. Í ‘ 
At the front of the bike, Maico’s 


own air/spring forks now offer 11.2 
inches of travel. These forks work ex- 
ceptionally well on any track surface, 
the damping rates seem spot-on, 
and of course, the spring rate 
progression is adjustable with oil 
volume and air pressure. 

The rear suspension’s travel is, in- 
creased to 11 inches, and in produc- 
tion form the Maico will have 15-inch 
Corte Cosse., deCarbon _ reservoir 
shocks. Last year's shocks were 14.2- 
inch long models to give present Maico 
owners an idea of how much longer a 
shock they can fit to their bikes to up- 


date them. 
Changes have been made to the rear 


of Darrell’s 450 with the use of an 
aluminum Thorwaldson swingarm 
which reduces. ugly unsprung weight 
by 2 pounds compared to the stock 
steel swingarm. Also, Darrell is_run- 
ning Works Performance shocks. 
These aluminum bodied units have at- 
tached reservoirs working on_ the 
deCarbon principle, but with a rubber 
bladder to separate the gas/oil rather 
than the more common floating piston 
seal. The Works Performance shocks 
offer numerous adjustments with dif- 
ferent stages of spring rates, special 
shims which govern when one stage of 
spring rate will cross over to the next 
spring rate, modifying the spring 
rate by changing air pressure, and in- 
ternal piston damping changes. 
Certainly ideal for the pro rider who 
knows how to tune his rear suspension 
and has a selection of springs to test. 
Other than a broken spring in one 
Trans-AMA race, Darrell has had no 
other reliability problems with the 
Works Performance units. 

The weekend of our test, though, 
Darrell had the damping on his Works 
Performance shocks increased. And 
while they may have suited him well at 
this new setting, they seemed slightly 
over-dampened on compression and 
completely over-dampened on 
rebound. Charging across a set of 














bumps, the shocks would pump them- 
selves down to the point that by the 
time I hit the third bump in the series, 
the back end of the Maico felt like it 
was kicking itself two feet in the air. I 
just didn’t see how he could ride the 
bike with the damping set that stiff. 

Luckily, the Maico is an inherently 
good handling bike and tracks beauti- 
fully through any situation without 
losing its composure. Maicos have 
always been front end handlers, and 
the new model is no exception. Most of 
the work is done with, and seems cen- 
tered on the front end. The back end 
of the bike just tags along for the ride. 
On most bumps you just let the front 
end slash its way through, not really 
working to bring the front end up 
unless the whoops get really deep. 

This is exactly opposite to the han- 
dling characteristics of a Husky, which 
I like to refer to as a rear-end handler. 
Most of the bike’s work is done with 
the rear wheel while the rider just sits 
back on the saddle to keep the front 
end light for the rough stuff. It’s these 
totally opposite handling character- 
istics of the Maico and Husky which 
make them suit particular riding 
styles, and makes it nearly impossible 
for a rider of one to make an im- 
mediately successful switch to the 
other. Whereas a bike like the RN- 
420-78 works Suzuki is almost com- 
pletely neutral in character. 


For a young rider coming up 
through the ranks of Japanese bikes 
and considering the switch to a Maico 
or Husky, it is important that he try to 
ride both bikes first. He will feel much 
better on one bike or the other, and 
from that point on, after purchasing 














the bike he likes best, his riding style 
will develop with the bike on which he 
feels most comfortable. 

Some of the factory modifications 
on Darrell’s bike for the Trans-AMA 
Series included magnesium side cases 
on the engine and a magnesium upper 
triple clamp for the forks. A stock 
exhaust pipe is used, but with a Porter 
aluminum muffler which is half a 
pound lighter than stock and doesn’t 
blow out its internal packing. Gold 
anodized Akront aluminum rims like 
on Darrell’s bike will be on the new 
production Maicos. The bike has a 55- 
inch wheelbase and weighs 224 poun- 
ds. Weight is still very competitive for 
an Open class bike, though just 
looking at the bike, you would imagine 
it to be a little lighter. 

Maico will be the only competitive 
motocross bike in 1979 which will not 
have a full-floating rear brake as 
stock. The brakes at each end of the 
machine perform adequately, but they 
could also be better. 

The engine in Darrell’s bike is a 
production 5-speed 450cc unit with a 
factory ported cylinder and a 40mm 
Bing carburetor to replace the stock 
36mm Bing. Components in the clutch 
have been lightened, but this isn’t 
proving to be very reliable. 

This modified 450cc bike is a 
definite torquer, more so than any 
two-stroke I have ever ridden. It’s 
working range seems to be between 
2,000 and 5,000 rpm. It will rev higher 
with much commotion and vibration, 
but without going any faster. The bike 
needs to be shifted quickly, so it can 
pull from low rpm's. Even with the

Joe took two 
firsts and a second for first overall, Jay 
Lewis came in second with two thirds 
and a fourth, and Mark was third with 
a second and two fourths...that class 
is always up for grabs. Pete Hames was 
the “spoiler,” he DNF in the second 
moto but got a first and a second in 
the other two. He was moving too, and 
the start he got in the first round was 
interesting to watch, it nearly got off 
the line before he did. 

Another rider who did some 
gymnastics was Don Grigsby in the 
500cc Experts. We'll score “T-Bone” a 
10, for grace and beauty when he did a 
complete 360° in the middle of the 
pack on the uphill without one of them 
clobbering him. If I hadn't seen it, I 
wouldn’t have believed it could be 
done: Make a complete circle without 
highsiding somewhere through the 
maneuver but when he got into 
trouble instinct told him to go to the 
wood with it, and he came out of 
it...when in doubt, full out.

Burnworth, 
Gillman, Elliott 
make CMC 
Saddleback a 
Suzuki sweep

ORANGE, CA, NOVEMBER 19, 
With the end of the season 
drawing closer, the Continental 
Moto-sports Club put up a $1200 
purse as added enticement for 
Pro riders at Saddleback. 


Parts of the track were rerouted, 
due to last week's rain, and, unfor- 
tunately, it quickly became a virtual 
one groove track, making passing a 
most difficult proposition. 

Scott Burnworth decided to forget 
about all that hard work and put his 
R&D Suzuki into the lead at the start 
of the first 125cc Pro moto. Randy 
Hess (Suz) kept the pressure on him for 
the first half of the race; their struggle 





for first carrying them away from the 
rest of the pack. 

A rapidly deflating rear tire afflicted 
Hess, though, forcing him to slow way 
down and cruise in for a 16th place 
finish. Burnworth, his lead secured, 
cruised in for the win. 

Behind him, Tim Lunde (Fra) 
barely held off Suzuki's Brian Myer- 
scough at the line while Rick Maki 
rode his brand new YZ-F in front of 
Tony Gomez's Cole Brothers Suzuki. 

Burnworth looked set to repeat his 
first moto performance in the second 
round, but Hess had other ideas, 
Coming out of a corner after Webco 
hill on lap two, he got a good drive 
through the following short straight 
which got him to the next corner in 
front of Burnworth. 

Maki, who had been watching all 
this from his third spot, went down the 
next lap moving Lunde, Rick Johnson 
(on a two-day-old YZ-F) and Myer- 
scough up one. 

Myerscough got by Johnson on lap 
five and started harrassing Lunde. 
Johnson's bike seized on lap 10 letting 
Bobby Sullivan (R&D) into fifth. 

Suddenly, and only two laps from 
the checkered, Hess slowed and pulled 











over to the side of the track, apparently 
very sick, to allow Burnworth another 
win. Myerscough maneuvered around 
Lunde and Gomez earned another 
fifth. 

In the 250cc Pros, 36 riders massed 
in back of the gate and when it 
dropped, Hess was clearly out front. 
David Taylor (Yam) went by him in 
the first turn, however, and by the end 
of the first lap, so had Scott Gillman 
and Bob Elliott, both aboard Suzukis. 

Gillman put his healthy-sounding 
factory bike into the lead on the next 
go ‘round and kept it to the end. Hess 
crashed himself out of contention, 
hurting his hand while going for third 
on lap three. 


This moved Clark Jones (Hon) into 
fourth with Lunde (Mai) right behind. 
A three-rider quarrel over third 
quickly developed as Jones and Lunde 
tried putting Elliott back. 

When Taylor dropped out on lap 
eight, Peter Wanket (Yam) joined 
Elliott, Jones and Lunde to make. i 
four riders going for second. 

Lap 11 saw both Jones and Lunde 
pass Elliott. He fell back one more 
position on the last lap as Wanket got 
by. 

Jeff Ward (Yam) jetted to the head 


of the class in moto two followed by , 


Elliott and Gillman. Gillman switched 
places with Elliott on lap two. Elliott 
and Steve Blackman (Mai) rode 3-4 for 
the rest of the moto with Wanket 
coming up to fifth to stay on lap six. 

Gillman closed on Ward seemingly 
at will and by lap seven, was challeng- 
ing him for the lead.

Mamola grabs two 
-o M Riverside

RIVERSIDE, CA, NOV. 12 

For its last race of the season, 
the American Federation of 
Motorcyclists had to change the 
track configuration. Because of 
heavy rains and mudslides, it was 
impossible to go around turns 7 and 
7A, so the riders had to use the Nascar 
stock car course and after turn 6 went 
directly to turn 8 and used that very 
long straightaway. 

In the 410cc Production class it was 
a decisive. battle between Alan 
Gingerelli and Gennady Luibimsky, 
both challengers for the title. Before 
this race, Luibimsky led Gingerelli by 
four points and for Gennaby to catch 
the title he had to win; same thing for 
Gingerelli. 

But as soon as the race started, it 
was Thad Wolff on his Specialists II 
RD400 Yamaha who took the lead. 
Luibimsky was second on his Harry 
Hunt RD350 with Gingerelli (ND 


RD350) and Ed Toomey (TMC 
RD350) right behind. 

They stayed in that order for two 
laps. Luibimsky, trying to attack 


Wolff without success, remained in 
second place, while Toomey was 
charging after Gingerelli, finally 
passing the '77 410 Production Champ 
on the sixth lap. A lap later, Alan was 
once again in front of Toomey. Up 
front Gennady was securing his second 
place in order to take the title. Wolff, 
after a beautiful ride, fell on the last 
lap in turn nine and hit the wall—he 
will be all right. A very happy 
Luibimsky crossed the finish line, the 
title in his pocket; Toomey finally took 
second with Alan Gingerelli third. 

The Open GP race had a surprise, 
the entry of Freddie Spencer aboard 
an Erv Kannemoto OW $1 that Gary 
Nixon rode this year. It was the first 
time that Freddie rode here; he came 
to California to attend at the annual 
AMA banquet on the same day before 
returning to Louisiana. Randy 
Mamola was on Jim Doyle's OW 31, in 
what might be one of his last appear- 








ances in California. Mamola will ride 
next season in the 250 and 350cc 
World Championship with Bimoto 
Yamaha and will reside in Rimini, 
Italy. The first part of the race was 
a battle between Harry Klinzmann 
(Mr Al’s Restaurant) and Mamola; 
Spencer and Bruce Hammer (KalGard 
Yam) right behind the leading duo. 
Harry and Randy exchanged places 
during four laps, before Spencer 
decided to attack and challenged the 
leader. He passed to the front on the 
sixth lap and stayed there two laps, 


_ before Mamola recaptured the lead 


for good. Harry finished second, 
Spencer third (no points), and Bruce 
Hammer, who was riding with the 
AMA restrictor plates, was fourth. 

The Production race was the 
domain of Wendell Phillips on a Mr 
Jag’s 750 Norton, who upset Dennis 
Smith on a Del Amo GS 1000 Suzuki 
and Vance Breese (Euromart 850 
Guzzi). 

In the 250cc GP race it was another 
victory for Mamola, who easily won 
the race after a short battle with 
Luibimsky (Harry Hunt TZ250), and 
Dave Garroute (250DKG) second and 
third. 

Smith rode his GS1000 to victory in 
the Open Box Stock class and Cycle 
World’s John Ulrich, on a brand new 
650 Honda, took the win in the 650cc 
Box Stock class. e

Waxham, Myers 
and Woodson top 
Marysville MX

MARYSVILLE, CA, NOV. 12 

The rain and cold may have 
discouraged a large rider turnout 
at the Marysville motocross races 
under the “E” street bridge, but 
it did not dampen the riding skills of 
Experts Dana Waxham, Bob Myers 
and Rick Woodson. 

Waxham won both motos of the 
125cc Expert class handily, while 
Myers (250cc) and Woodson (Open) 
had to battle some close competition 
to win their respective classes. 

Waxham got the holeshot in the 
first 125cc moto followed closely by 
John Dossey and Scott Rebuck. These 
three riders had pulled way ahead of 
the pack by the fourth lap with 
Waxham a considerable distance 
ahead of Dossey. The race ended with 
these three riders finishing in the same 
positions they had been in when they 
came out of the first turn. 

The second moto saw Waxham 
duplicate his earlier performance by 
easily winning the race even though 
the wind had picked up, the 
temperature had dropped and the rain 
had begun to fall harder. The race was 
much closer this time for second and 
third as Todd DeVaughn and Rebuck 
had to wait until Tim Mulvey slipped 
on the third lap to take over these 
positions. Mulvey came back on the 
next lap (the last motos were cut from 
seven to four laps because of the 
weather) to take third from Rebuck 
and third overall. DeVaughn finished 
second overall. 

Both 250cc Expert motos were won 
by Myers, but he had to overcome 





Rick VanVoast in the first race and a 
charging Dean Wiggins in the second 
moto. 

Van Voast got to the first turn 
ahead of Myers in moto one but could 
only hold onto his lead for two laps. 
Myers passed VanVoast on_ the 
beginning of the third lap and 
maintained a comfortable lead for the 
rest of the race. James Fisk finished 
right behind VanVoast for third. 

Apparently in a hurry to get off of 
the cold, wet track in moto two, Myers 
blasted through the first turn and was 
seemingly on his way to an easy 
victory. But Wiggins, fighting from a 
seventh place start to second, was 
picking up time on Myers. This race 
had been cut back to five laps and 
Wiggins ran out of time. Randy 
Chapman finished a distant third. 
Wiggins took second overall with 
George McNamara awarded third 
overall by finishing fifth in both 
motos. 

Wiggins holeshot the first Open 
Expert moto, but he was followed 
closely by Rick Woodson who stayed 
within a bike length of Wiggins for 
three laps and finally moved into the 
lead on the fourth, Woodson built up 
a five second lead over Wiggins and 
maintained this distance for the 
remaining three laps. Meanwhile, 
Myers, who was battling with Mike 
Yachum and Jerry Dekay, took third 
from Dekay on the last lap. 

Woodson came around the first lap 
of the second moto in the lead, but 
Myers, riding flawlessly, took the lead 
early into the second lap and then 
proceeded to run away with the win 
while Woodson finished about 12 
seconds ahead of Randy Westbrook. 
Wiggins did not line up for this moto. 
Woodson took first overall with Myers 
second and Delno Becker, because of 
his consistency, third overall, 

The track, about 1.5 miles long, - 
remained in good shape despite the 


rain. Marysville MX Productions did a 
commendable job, considering the 
weather, completing all of the motos 
before it got too dark to race safely.

Cantaloupi and 
Wosick capture 
CMC series titles

SACRAMENTO, CA, NOV. 12 

Donnie Cantaloupi continued his 
string of wire-to-wire finishes to 
capture the overall titles in both 
the 125cc and 250c¢ Pro classes 


of No-Name Promotion’s four-race 
CMC motocross series. Cantaloupi's 1- 
l finishes in both divisions also earned 
him first place overall money in the 
day's races at Sacramento Raceway. 
Donnie’s Moto-X-Fox teammate Larry 
Wosick took the overall win in Open 
Pro competition and the series title as 
well. 

Cantaloupi, a 17-year-old rider 
from Stockton, was simply unbeatable 
throughout the series, which ran 
alternately at Sacramento Raceway 
and Prairie City OHV Park. Donnie 
rode his Yamahas to first place finishes 
in 15 out of the 16 motos he entered; 
his only blemish came in the first 
250cc race when his engine seized and 
forced him out of the first moto. 

Today, as the Open Pros took their 
position at the starting gate, the 
temperature was in the low 40's, 
prompted by a blistering wind, and 
the cloudy sky was becoming 
increasingly threatening. Bill Swartz 
powered his Maico down the quarter- 
mile straightaway to capture the 
holeshot. Larry Wosick moved his 
Yamaha in behind Swartz for second 
with San Jose’s Jerome Heiberger in 
third. Heiberger pressed hard and 
passed Wosick midway into the first 
lap of the six-lap moto but as they 
headed into the back of the track 
Wosick poured it on and swiftly passed 
up Heiberger and Swartz to take the 
lead. Meanwhile, Jeff Loff (Mai) and 
Perry Donohew (Yam) were fighting 
for fourth place. As Wosick began to 
pull away Swartz fell victim to 
Heiberger who moved into second. 
The positions held to the finish with 
Wosick finishing five seconds ahead of 
Heiberger. 








The second moto also belonged to 
Wosick who grabbed the holeshot and 
held on to the end. Swartz fell in 
behind Wosick, and Loff wasn’t far off 
in third, but Heiberger and Starr 
Needham (Mai) played destruction 
derby at the first curve, providing a 
spectacular crash that luckily left both 
riders uninjured. Heibérger got right 
up, but Needham lost a lot of valuable 
time getting upright. Meanwhile, 
Wosick was holding a very slim lead 
over Swartz, who was hounding him, 
sometimes wheel to wheel. As they 
started into the second lap, Loff was 
still in third with Donohew in fourth. 
Heiberger was now in fifth and shortly 
thereafter disposed of Donohew and 
set his sights on third place Loff. 
Midway through the race Swartz was 
still in immediate striking position 
range of Wosick, tailing him by just a 
second. But as they went into the last 
lap Wosick started to increase his lead 
as Heiberger began to move up on 
third place Loff. At the finish it was 
Wosick first with a three second 
margin over second place Swartz. 
Heiberger followed for third. 

Donnie Cantaloupi holeshot the first 
125cc Pro moto, but once again there 
were some fireworks at the first turn, 
this time with Brian Coulson and Jerry 
Brown eating a little dirt. Coulson had 
been right on Cantaloupi’s tail when 
he went down. As the survivors pulled 
onto the first part of the track Michael 
Preston (Suz) and Larry Wosick 
trailed Donnie as Cloyse Holland, Jr. 
held his Suzuki in fourth. Cantaloupi 
immediately began to pour it on, 
leaving now second place Wosick 12- 
seconds behind midway through the 
moto. At the finish line it was 
Cantaloupi, Wosick and Preston. 

Second moto victories went, 
predictably, to Cantaloupi again but 
this time Donnie has to really earn it. 
By now the sky had opened up and 
rain was drenching the muddy track 
making identification of the riders 
difficult. The two figures out front 
were easy to spot, they'd been there 
many times throughout the series, but 
this time things were different. Wosick 
held a slim lead over Cantaloupi for 
much of the race. 


Donnie had grabbed the holeshot 
with John Middleton positioning his 
Suzuki in second. Wosick didn’t waste 
any time getting by Middleton, but 
then he did something nobody 
expected. He passed Donnie and 
began to pour it on. For the first time 
during the series it looked like number 
74, Cantaloupi, might not finish 
ahead of all the other 125s. 

All eyes were on the 
Wosick/Cantaloupi. battle with little 
attention paid to the confrontation 
between Michael Preston and Cloyse 
Holland, Jr. for third. At the white 
flag it was still Wosick in front. Then, 
Cantaloupi seemed to inherit some 
extra power. A third of the way into 
the lap Donnie was inhaling Wosick’s 
exhaust fumes. But Cantaloupi was 
flying now and suddenly he was side by 
side with Wosick. Then, unexpectedly, 
Wosick pulled off the track, appearing 
distressed. Donnie looked back, saw 
that Wosick was out of the race, and 
cruised to an easy victory. Preston 
followed him in’ for a distant second 
with Pat Yoho in third. Unknown to 
spectators, Wosick had been having 
bike problems throughout the moto 
and his untimely exit was the result of 
a thrown rod. 

In 250cc Pro competition, 
Cantaloupi had some rugged 
competition from Reno, Nevada's 
Allen Berluti. Berluti had to put snow 
chains on his car’s tires to get over

Stutts clean sweeps 
GNC qualifier

SAN ANTONIO, TX, NOV. 12 
Rain, mist and fog greeted the 
early arrivals at Sayers MX Park 
but it all burned off as Dave 
Stutts brilliantly shined on the 
Open Expert class with a pair of 
outstanding wins. Bryan Taylor, the 
14-year-old Texas minicycle sensation 
from Bandera, helped warm things up 
as he took the Mini Senior class with a 
pair of wins on an RM80 Suzuki. No 
sooner had Taylor finished that race 
than he lined for the 100cc class, still 
on the RM80, and blew their doors off 
with another set of matching wins. 
Bryan then got on a 100cc Suzuki, 
fitted with a 125cc top end, and 
unofficially rode the 125cc 
Intermediate motos for a very 
respectable showing, 


Sayers Motorsport Park is run by the 
Dirt Bikers of San Antonio and when 
they put on a race they cater to a great 
variety of rider skills. Among the usual 
Mini, Novice, Intermediate and 
Expert classes, there is an Over 30 
class, adult Super-Mini class and a 
Klunker-Enduro class. What 
impressed me was the talent of John 
Balcom in the Klunker class. John is a 
double amputee and makes his way to 
the starting line using a set of crutches. 
Rokon is his choice as a MX scooter, 
because it's automatic, and when he's 
on the track he’s a terror — busting 
berms, taking jumps and collecting 
trophies. Balcom earned a second 
overall with 2-3 finishes in his class. 


With 16 riders altogether, the 
Expert classes were combined with 
money paid in each- class. The 
Open/250cc's held the advantage for 
the overall win on this track with long, 
flat, sandy straightaways. Dave Stutts 
dialed his YZ400 Yamaha into a big 
lead directly off the start with Russel 
Powers (Hon), Mark Olguin (Hon) 
and M. Barry Ritchie (Mai) gassin’ it 
for second. On the first lap David 











Daniel inserted his Can-Am into third 
as the larger bore scooters out-classed 
the 125s. The closest 125cc was 
Weldon Riebschleager of Corpus 
Christi, buzzing his Suzuki in seventh 
place. By the second lap the riders had 
pretty much settled into the positions 
they would hold throughout the moto. 
Dave Stutts built up his lead and 
completely out-classed everyone while 
Daniel took over second place through 
the white flag lap, but a flat tire 
dropped him to sixth overall at the 
finish. The top 250cc class finisher was 
Russel Powers, on a spic-’n-span new 
CR 250 Honda, with Mark Olguin, in 
fourth, also Honda mounted. At the 
finish Ritchie was hot on Power's 
knobbies, but couldn’t do better than 
third overall with a second in the Open 
class. Weldon Riebschleager was top 
125cc in fifth, and Keith Davis was 
runnerup in seventh. Frank Tello, a 
Suzuki mounted 125cc Expert, held 
second in the 125’s up to the closing 
laps when he jammed his leg, 
aggravating an old ankle injury, giving 
him a hard-to-swallow DNF for the 
first moto. 


The second Expert moto start was 
nearly a carbon copy of the first. Stutts 
throttled out of sight as Powers, 
Ritchie, Olguin, and Daniels played 
catch-up. The catch-up crew began 
swapping positions and Maico rider 
M. Barry Ritchie came around in 
second, trailed closely by Mike Meeks 
on a 250cc Honda. Daniels, Powers, 
Riebschleager and Neil Cooper 
followed. 

Ritchie kept the gas on and finished 
second, but not without pressure on 
the closing laps from 250cc rider Dave 
Daniel. After a respectable start, 
Russel Powers began to fade midway 
through the race and finished eighth 
for the combined classes and fourth in 
the 250cc. Powers is just back to racing 
after a one-month layoff from a crash 
that destroyed his CR 250. He blamed 
lack of conditioning in his “skinny 
little arms” for fading in the second 
moto, but fortunately, due to many 
DNFs in the 250cc class, Powers 
picked up a first overall with 2-4 
finishes.

John Cherry spashed and slid 
around a wet, muddy Capitol 
City Night MX track to win the 
125cc Novice class while Joe 
Balcom, of San Antonio, earned first 
place honors in the Intermediate class 
during the second round of the annual 
Frostbite series.

Meanwhile, Johnny Middleton, riding 
a 100cc Suzuki, worked his way to 
second place and held it until the 
closing laps when his motor went sour, 
dropping him to fifth at the finish. 
Scott Scovasja rode conservatively 
throughout the entire moto and 
finished third while Cherry powered 
through the greasy track to close on 
the leader. At the checkers Paul 
Beach's Yamaha held only three 
seconds on John Cherry. Another 
steady rider, Ron Cooper, worked 
from ninth on the start to a fourth at 
the finish. 

Cherry didn’t eat anyone’s muddy 
roosts during the second moto as he 
led it from start to finish. First moto 
winner Paul Beach, once again near 
the front, challenged Cherry several 
times but track conditions limited 
passing areas which prevented Beach 
from overtaking the leader. Johnny 
Middleton held third for the early laps + 


of the second moto but the same 
engine problems that plagued him in 
the first moto came back to haunt him 
during the second. Middleton’s. 100cc 
Suzuki could only crawl and he faded 
far back into the pack. 

Ron Cooper and Scott Scovasja 
combined for an interesting dice 
throughout the entire second moto. 
Scovasja led most of the race but 
Cooper saw a chance to pass Scovasja 
and two lapped riders by taking an 
unorthodox line through a big puddle. 
It worked. Cooper plunged in and 
sprayed them with a wake of cold, 
muddy water at the same time. 

Cherry held on for the moto win and 
took the 125cc Novice overall with 2-1 
finishes. Beach finished second overall 
with Ron Cooper third. 

The Experts and Intermediates were 
combined but since only one Expert 
showed up, and he didn't ride the 
second moto, it was essentially an 
Intermediate moto. Mike Farmer, the 
Expert, won the first moto, but as far 
as the Intermediates were concerned, 
Kevin -Fowler took the holeshot as 
Ellis, Jeff Wassom and Joe Balcom 
followed. Honda mounted Mark 
Newman was last. Fowler went down 
in a corner and got right back in, but 
it gave Balcom time to pass for the 
lead. Meanwhile, Newman had 
worked into a challenging position and 
passed a couple of riders, only to fall 
down, relegated last place once again. 
Persistence and hard driving paid off 
as Newman pulled to second place at 
the finish behind Joe Balcom. Kevin 
Fowler finished third and Jeff Wassom 
fourth. 

The second Intermediate moto 
started just before midnight and only 
three bikes entered. Balcom took the 
holeshot as Fowler and Newman 
brought up the rear. During the first 
lap Newman and Fowler took over the 
lead, but they crashed together before 
completing the lap, giving Balcom the 
lead he never relinquished. After the 
first lap the moto was a real yawner as 
they finished Balcom, Newman and 
Fowler. The overall order was the 
same.

Rio Bravo hosts 
GNC qualifier

HOUSTON, TX, NOV. 5 

Shaun Kelley’s brilliant perfor- 
mance in the 250cc Expert class 
highlighted the second and final 
G.N.C. qualifier at Rio Bravo 
Motocross which was a fine warm-up 
for the State Championship on 
November 19. On that date the top 
riders in each class will receive 
invitations to the prestigious G.N.C. 
Finals in the Houston Astrodome in 
March of '79. 

Kelley was only one of the 500 riders 
present today but he set the pace with 
his sixth straight victory over local 
250cc Experts, including second place 
Glen Johnson (Amsoil Honda). Shaun, 
on the Pasadena Honda, easily won 
both motos and was turning lap times 





at least one second per lap over the 
opposition. 

David McClain proved that he is for 
real in moto one of the 125cc Expert 
class by out-racing Glen Johnson. 
McClain, on the Razorback Bore 
Special, was the fastest thing on the 
track in moto one and started moto 
two by working up from a bad start to 
catch leaders Dan Conway (A.J. Foyt 
Suzuki) and Kyle Landrum (TCR 
Suzuki). He appeared a sure winner 
until he faded with two laps to go and 
settled for second overall. Conway, 
who managed to slip past Landrum 
while holding back McClain in the 
final moto, ended up the overall 
winner after Glen Johnson retired with 
a shattered rear wheel. 

Darren Eames from Mesquite 
(Lucky's Cycle—Suzuki) showed the 
local boys the quickest line around Rio 
Bravo's high speed circuit, even 
beating the resident fast guy Gene 
Hegemeyer, The two swapped the lead 
five times in the final moto trying to 
decide just who was the fastest. Eames, 
who at times seemed completely out of 
control trying to >hold back 
Hegemeyer, remained in charge and 
held on to win. 

Moto winners Robert Conran and 
Jim Vaughn, both on Suzukis, did not 
win the Open Intermediate contest 
because the two were unable to put 
together consistent motos. They left 
the overall win to Tom Morrison 
(Yamaha). 

Greg Seitsma’s relaxed style and 
super fast Can-Am MX-4 again 
combined forces to dominate the 
250cc Juniors for the fourth weekend 
in a row while the rest of the class 
wondered, “who is that guy?” 

Locals Steve DeBlasio and Glen 
Mathews won the 125cc Novice A and 
B groups but out-of-towner Jim Stoker 
seemed right at home winning Group 
C. Each rider had to fight off 30 
competitors for his individual victory. 

John Pollard couldn't get it together 
in the first moto of the 100cc class but 
came back in the final moto to win 
the overall as first moto winner Mark 
Robinson crashed in the final race. 

Minibike class winners Darren 
Howton (Stock Mini class) and Tim 
Justic (Senior Minibike) had to pull it 
out in their final motos to defeat tough 
competition. Junior minicycle ace 
Warren Daily had to battle for his first 
moto even though he won; but in the 
final he ran off from his challengers 
suggesting that he might be the next in 
a long line of Texas minibike 
superstars. Bo Daugherty and Eddie 
Vreeland played chase in the 50cc 
class for the overall victory with Bo 
sweeping both motos. Texas State 
champ Angie Scott injured a wrist in 
the first moto and was unable to pose a

factory porting, the engine is very 
manageable and hardly a rocketship 
when compared to the other factory 
works bikes. 

The fact that the 400cc Maico 
engine is even slower gives a good in- 
sight into why all the top riders select 
the 450cc engine for the Open class. 
But even the 450cc engine is limited 
somewhat by its narrow powerband. 
All the other competitive Open class 
works bikes have extremely wide rpm 
ranges and broader powerbands that 
can kick on command with a jerk of 
the throttle. They can have such ex- 
cellent powerbands because they use 
reed valve induction, allowing the por- 
ting to be tuned for higher mid-range 
torque, but their additional dis- 
placement allows the power range to 
overlap below and above mid-range as 
well. Without a reed valve, Maico can 
only choose to tune their 450 for a par- 
ticular rpm range, like 2,000 to 5,000 
rpm. If they tried to raise the upper 
limit by the necessary 2,000 rpm: to 
match the other factory bikes, then the 
engine wouldn't run cleanly at all at 
lower rpm's. In the case of an Open 
bike, it is better to sacrifice top-end 
power rather than low-end power. But 
when you're dealing with an Open 
class bike and can have the best of 
both worlds with the use of cylinder 
reed induction, it seems strange not to 
put it to use. 

Along with the introduction of a 
reed valve cylinder, a lot of Maico 
owners would like to see the intro- 
duction of a rubber carburetor mount 
to the cylinder that doesn’t let the car- 
buretor fall off. I can't believe that af- 
ter so many years Maico has still yet to 
correct this problem that calls for rub- 
ber bands, springs, and safety wire to 
finish a race. Unbelievable, particu- 
larly when Hans Maisch has to make 
the same modifications to his own fac- 
tory bike! 

And while I'm being picky, I might 
as well get down to the same major 
sore spot that has trademarked Maicos 
for years, and Darrell’s factory 450 was 
not exception. The bikes are crudely 
built, using the most basic engineering 
in design and execution in parts pos- 
sible. You just can't expect to raceña 
new box-stock Maico and have it hold 
together for long. Everything will fall 
off of it, spokes will break, and fenders 
will buckle. A Husky like Chuck Sun’s 
which we looked at in the beginning of 
this series was nearly in showroom 
condition, whereas any Maico seems to 
need a week of major preparation if, it 
is expected to survive its first weekend 
at a pro race. 

The 450cc Maico was also a rattle- 
trap. It shook and vibrated like it was 
ready to fall apart. The factory must 
not even come close to balancing the 
crankshaft assembly, and you'd swear 
the engine was loose enough to fall out 
of the frame. 

In fact, it’s easy to find a lot of faults 
with the Maico. It’s not a high-speed 
bike. It's not a bermer, because its 
front-end handling characteristics try 
to make the bike stay upright and 
climb its way up out of berms. But 
what it does do well is handle on rough 
tracks as good or better than any other 
factory works. bike. And that low 
reving engine can claw and climb its 
way up, over, and around the worst 
terrain. It's a European motocross bike 
in the truest sense of the word. And 
because it does what it was designed to 
do, when attended to with a lot of per- 
sonal preparation and maintenance, 
the Maico 450 like Darrell Shultz's will 
remain the top choice among the pro- 
fessional riders who can appreciate its 
strong points and learn to compensate 
for its weaknesses. That’s why Maico 
can still sell every one they build. -3°
